(7)  pilot-boats  and  other  appliances  necessary 
fot  the  safe  navigation  ol  the  port  and  of  the  approaches 
thereto  within  a distance  of  three  miles  from  the 
limits  of  the  port  ; 

(8)  vessels,  steam  tugs  or  other  boats  for  use 
as  wel2  wifhin  the  limits  of  the  port  as  beyond  those 
limits,  whether  in  territorial  waters  or  otherwise,  for 
the  purpose  of  towing  or  rendering  assistance  to  any 
vessel,  whether  entering  or  Leaving  the  port  or  bound 
elsewhere,  and  for  the  purpose  of  saving  or  protecting 
life  or  property  and  for  the  purpose  of  landing,  shipping 
or  transhipping  passengers  or  goods  under  section  40  ; 

(9)  boats,  barges  and  other  appliances  neces- 
sary in  connexion  w ith  the  supply  of  water  to  shipping 
in  the  port  ;

racts, vouchers,  documents,  or  papers  to  appear  before 
them  at  any  such  audit  and  examination  or  adjourn- 
ment thereof,  and  to  answer  all  questions  which  may 
be  put  to  him  with  respect  to  the  same,  or  to  prepare 
and  submit  any  further  statement  which  such  auditors 
may  consider  necessary  in  explanation  thereof.
